The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office gradu¬ 
ated its eighth Citizens 
Police Academy Class 
Tuesday night, November 
7th. The eighth class had 
ten graduates who enjoyed 
ten weeks of instruction 
covering operational pro¬ 
cedures and policies of the 
Sheriff’s Office and crimi¬ 
nal justice system. The 
purpose of the program 
is to heighten awareness 
of law enforcement’s role 
in the community and the 
goal is to increase under¬ 
standing and communica¬ 
tion through hands on and 
classroom instruction. 

Citizen Police Acade¬ 
my graduates enjoyed pre¬ 
sentations by the County 
Attorney, District Judge, 
Circuit Clerk, Cabinet for 
Family Services, CASA 
director, and School Re¬ 
source Officer. Gradu¬ 
ates also received weekly 
instruction and heard sto¬ 
ries of life experiences 
from Chief Deputy Bob 
Scott and Sheriff Howard 
W. Niemeier. One of the 
highlights of the class was 
the use of the Firearms 
Training Simulator (FATS) 
which puts participants in 
actual situations involving 
shoot - don’t shoot situa¬ 


tions. Members of the Sher¬ 
iff’s Office, Court Security 
Officers and family mem¬ 
bers, and members of the 
community also came in and 
experienced the FATS train¬ 
ing. This simulator gives 
participants an experience 
of how quick life and death 
decisions have to be made by 
law enforcement officials in 
the field. 

Graduates also received 
training in the following ar¬ 
eas over the ten week period: 
Crime Scene Investigation; 
Drugs/Narcotic Investiga¬ 
tions; Court Procedures; 
Patrol Techniques & Proce¬ 
dures; DUI presentation; Use 
of Force; Law Enforcement 


Ethics; and other miscella¬ 
neous topics. 

On graduation night 
the class heard a SALUTE 
Graduate read her essay and 
received a tour of the Sher¬ 
iff’s Office and the County 
Dispatch Center. During the 
graduation ceremony a round 
table discussion was held to 
address any changes or addi¬ 
tions that need to be made to 
the curriculum for the class. 
All the graduates felt that 
the curriculum was fine and 
that they all learned some¬ 
thing new each night about 
the capabilities/duties of the 
Sheriff’s Office and also the 
criminal justice system.

The focus is on op¬ 
erational procedures and poli¬ 
cies of the Sheriff’s Office 
and criminal justice system. 
The purpose of the program 
is to heighten awareness of 
law enforcement’s role in the 
community and the goal is to 
increase understanding and 
communication through hands 


on and classroom instruction. 

Citizen Police Acad¬ 
emy participants are selected 
through an application pro¬ 
cess. Enrollment is limited 
to 15 attendees to achieve 
a more personal experience 
for the participants.

Jeff Schumacher seeking election 
as Judge for 19**' Judicial District 


19™ Judicial District Judge Jeff Schumacher announced 
that he is filing to keep his judicial seat. Schumacher was ap¬ 
pointed by Kentucky Governor Matthew Bevin to fill the un¬ 
expired judicial term upon the untimely death of the late Judge 
Frank H. McCartney. Schumacher has filed a letter of intent 
with the Kentucky Secretary of State’s office announcing that 
he will be a candidate for the district court seat he now holds in 
the upcoming 2018 election cycle. 

Judge Schumacher presides over Kentucky’s 19th Judicial 
District, which is composed of Bracken, Fleming and Mason 
counties. The district court handles all misdemeanor criminal 
cases; probate matters; juvenile cases; disability cases; eviction 
hearings; civil matters under $5,000; and domestic violence 
petition hearings. Schumacher travels the three counties in the 
district, and has court scheduled on Mondays and Wednesdays 
in Mason County; Tuesdays in Bracken County; and Thurs¬ 
days in Fleming County. Fridays are used as a jury trial day in 
the three counties where needed. 



Prior to his appointment to the bench by Governor Bevin, Schumacher practiced law in Ma¬ 
son, Fleming and Bracken counties for 25 years, with the first ten years of his practice being part¬ 
nered with the late John W. McNeill in the firm of McNeill & Schumacher, and the next 15 years 
running solo as Schumacher Law Office after Mr. McNeill was elected to serve as Circuit Judge. 
In addition to his law practice, Schumacher served as an assistant county prosecutor for 9 years; 
as Master Commissioner of the Mason Circuit Court for 15 years; as Trial Commissioner for the 
District Court for 7 years; as counsel for the Mason County Joint Planning Commission, Board of 
Adjustments and Architectural Review Board for 21 years; and as counsel for the Buffalo Trace 
Area Development District for 5 years. 

In his time on the bench Judge Schumacher has heard thousands of cases in the three coun¬ 
ties and has eliminated the backlog that resulted from the intervening months after the death of 
Judge McCartney and prior to Schumacher’s appointment, when the district only had visiting 
judges assigned to handle court. Since his appointment Judge Schumacher has had the computer 
connectivity updated in all three counties to allow him, while on the bench, to be able to utilize a 
computer to type guilty pleas, notes and/or trial information directly onto the court docket sheet. 
This updated system also allows him to have immediate access to court records from across the 
state, so when a defendant is before the court he can access their criminal history immediately and 
utilize that information to make decisions about bond, sentencing, or whether to accept or decline 
a proposed plea agreement. Due to the increased caseload in Fleming County, Judge Schumacher 
is also adding two afternoons per month for hearing cases in Fleming County, which will decrease 
the number of cases that would otherwise normally be heard on Thursdays. All such changes 
have been done with the consent and support of the circuit clerk’s offices in each county, and all 
agree that having the judge type, rather than handwrite, the information on the docket sheets both 
speeds up court and makes it much easier to read and follow. 

Judge Schumacher is a graduate of the University of Kentucky and Chase College of Law 
at Northern Kentucky University. He is the eighth of the ten children bom to the late John W. 
and Elizabeth Bonfield Schumacher. He is married to Stephanie Gantley Schumacher who is the 
Mason County Clerk, and together they have a total of six children; Anna, Grace, Jack, Peyton, 
Emma and Maggie, ranging in age from 20 to 4 years old, with the three oldest currently attending 
college. Schumacher said, ‘T am honored to be serving as district judge. The job is demanding 
and requires great organizational skills as well as the daily assistance provided by the Circuit 
Clerks, the County Attorneys, the Sheriff’s, the bailiffs, and the public defenders, who all work to 
make the court mn smoothly and efficiently, while giving all litigants the opportunity to present 
their case. 

Judge Schumacher stated that “After 25 years of law practice I am enjoying the change and 
the new challenges that this job presents, and I ask for the support and vote of the people of 
Bracken, Fleming and Mason counties so that I may continue in this role. I ask you to vote to keep 
Judge Schumacher in the next election cycle in 2018 and I take this opportunity to thank the many 
of you, from all three counties, who have already expressed your support.”

Our Truth 
and Consequences Program, 
which focuses on the reali¬ 
ties of substance abuse, has 
changed the lives of young 
Kentuckians. In a recent sur¬ 
vey, more than 400 of them 
reported that they know of 
peers who no longer engage 
in substance abuse because 
of the program. 

We offer a variety of 
health-related programs for 
all age groups that focus on 
eating healthy and increas¬ 
ing physical activity.

Ideal Conditions for 
the Opening of 
Waterfowl Seasons 

The outlook for the up¬ 
coming waterfowl hunting 
seasons looks as promis¬ 
ing as any seasons in recent 
memory. 

“It is shaping up to be a 
phenomenal year,” said John 
Brunjes, migratory bird coor¬ 
dinator for the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “We are still at 
all-time highs for duck num¬ 
bers with as many breeding 
ducks as we’ve ever had. It’s 
been that way for a couple of 
years now.” 

Finding a place to wa¬ 
terfowl hunt is a challenge 
for the majority of Kentucky 
hunters. The first place to 
check is the public land hunt¬ 
ing section of the 2017-2018 
Kentucky Hunting Guide for 
Waterfowl.

KU proposes also to make available DSM-EE program to, and to apply DSM charges to, industrial customers. KU is also revising its definition of “industrial” for the purposes of DSM to include only those customers engaged in activities primarily 
using electricity in a process or processes that involve either the extraction of raw materials from the earth or a change of raw or unfinished materials into another form or product. KU is also proposing an opt-out for industrial customers’ meters 
serving energy-intensive loads, defined as any meter served under Rate TODP, RTS, or FLS. To be eligible to opt out, an industrial customer must state it has implemented cost-effective energy-efficiency measures not subsidized by other rate 
classes for the loads served by the meters to be opted out. Customers choosing to opt out eligible meters must submit an opt-out form to KU; properly completed and submitted opt-out forms will be processed and opt-outs implemented by the second 
full billing cycle following form submission. Opt outs will be effective indefinitely, though a customer may seek to opt back into DSM charges and DSM-EE programs for opted-out meters as soon as one year after opting out. Any opted-in meter or 
meter that serves load that has participated in a DSM-EE program may not opt out for at least three years after most recently opting in or participating in a DSM-EE program, whichever is later. 

In addition, KU proposes to include DSM in the Adjustment Clauses section of Rate FLS because such customers will now be able to participate in DSM-EE programs and be subject to DSM charges unless meters served under Rate FLS are opted 
out.

KY Casa Launches ‘Be For 
The Child’ Statewide Volunteer 
Recruitment Campaign 


Kentucky Court Ap¬ 
pointed Special Advocates 
(KY CASA) announced the 
launch of a statewide cam¬ 
paign aimed at attracting vol¬ 
unteers to close the gap be¬ 
tween abused and neglected 
children in need of an advo¬ 
cate to represent their best in¬ 
terests with the goal of secur¬ 
ing a safe, permanent home. 
It is estimated that more than 
21,000 vulnerable children in 
Kentucky could benefit from 
a CASA volunteer each year 
as they seek a permanent so¬ 
lution while navigating the 
juvenile court system. 

“We need more Ken¬ 
tuckians to be for the child 
and help serve the tens of 
thousands of Kentucky chil¬ 
dren who need an advocate.” 
said Andrea Bruns, execu¬ 
tive director of the Kentucky 
CASA Network. “CASA 
Volunteers make a lasting 
difference in the lives of the 
children they serve, mak¬ 
ing CASA volunteering one 
of the most rewarding and 
meaningful journeys one can 
take as a volunteer.” 

Across Kentucky, 831 
KY CASA Volunteers cur¬ 
rently serve 2,831 children. 
After extensive training and 
with support from the local 
CASA program, the CASA 
Volunteer is appointed by the 
juvenile court and has the au¬ 
thority to talk to all people on 
behalf of the child to submit a 
comprehensive, objective re¬ 
port to the court making best 
interest recommendations. 
This includes area volunteers 
based out of the CASA office 
at 100 W. 3rd St. Maysville, 
KY, which is led by Shanda 
Hamilton, Executive Direc¬ 
tor. To reach 21,000 addi¬ 
tional children, the number 
of volunteers in the state will 
need to grow exponentially 
- a goal KY CASA under¬ 
stands will take time. 

“Just as CASA’s national 
mantra is: I am for the child, 
our campaign asks the peo¬ 
ple of Kentucky to be for the 
child,” added Bruns. “The 
need to help abused and ne¬ 
glected children across the 
state is not only great, but 
urgent. We hope that as more

people learn about this op¬ 
portunity, they will be in¬ 
spired to stand up and be 
for Kentucky’s most vulner¬ 
able.” 

Messaging for the Be 
For The Child Volunteer Re¬ 
cruitment Campaign will be 
integrated and highlighted 
in various CASA statewide 
communications throughout 
the year. The campaign in¬ 
cludes a website: BeForTh- 
eChildKY.org and will high¬ 
light seven distinct volunteers 
throughout the state through 
social media advertising. 

“I was an abused child 
growing up, and I remem¬ 
ber wishing that somebody 
would either rescue me or 
just tell me that things would 
eventually be okay,” said 
CASA Volunteer Pam Kaur. 
“The thought of being a pil¬ 
lar of support to these inno¬ 
cent children truly appealed 
to me, for through my expe¬ 
riences I have learned that 
having someone in your cor¬ 
ner can truly be life-chang¬ 
ing.” 

CASA Volunteers come 
from all walks of life and ex¬ 
hibit intelligence, heart and 
character. No prior experi¬ 
ence is expected or neces¬ 
sary to become a volunteer. 
All the tools needed to be a 
successful advocate will be 
provided in the CASA Vol¬ 
unteer training program. 

“If you are interested in 
becoming a CASA Volun¬ 
teer, The CASA Program for 
Bracken, Fleming, & Mason 
Counties, Inc. will provide 
you the training and the tools 
necessary,” added Barbara 
Ware of Brooksville. “By 
being for the child during a 
traumatic time in his or her 
life, a CASA can make a pos¬ 
itive impact on the child both 
now and in the future - which 
in turn helps our community 
prosper.
